Sir Henry M. Durand, the retiring 
British ambassador, has arranged to 
sail home with his family the last of 
next week. 
Mr. Esme Howard, who 
will be British charge d’affaires until 
the appointment of an ambassador, is 
expected here within a day or two. 
Though, of course, there has been 
110 official expression of opinion, it 
is pretty well known that this gov­ 
ernment would welcome the appoint­ 
ment of James Bryce to succeed Sir 
Henry M. Durand. 
It is but natural 
that Mr. Bryce should be preferred 
to any of the others who have been 
mentioned as possibil'ties 
for 
the 
vacant post, for the reason that none 
of them is so well known on this side 
of the Atlantic as the famous author 
of the “American Commonwealth.” 
It is scarcely an exaggeration to 
say that James Bryce, more than any 
other person has exercised 
his 
in­ 
fluence in the direction of a closer i 
union between the United States and 
Great Britian. 
Perhaps no man liv­ 
ing in foreign lands knows the Ameri- 
jcan people—their 
aspirations, 
theii 
history and their possibilities— so well 
I as does Mr. Bryce, who possesses a 
[peculiar talent for the philosophy of 
I history.

Mr. Bryce is “an Irishman born.” 
He is a native of Belfast, and is in 
j his 69th year.

I was secured in Glasgow, but he stud­ 
ied later at Trinity college in his na­ 
tive land, and graduated with honors 
at Oxford in 1862.

for Parsons. 
Parsons, with his wife and children 
in a covered wagon, were leaving the 
vicinSy to locate on a farm near El- 
son. Mo. 
Hamilton told of follovvingg 
the family, of his quarrel 


to lynch the man. 
He was hurried to 
Houston, thence, as the excitement 
grew more intense, 
to 
Springfield. 
There his life was thought to be :n 
danger, and he was hurried to the 
Carthage jail. 
Threats of 
lynching 
reaching the authorities 
of 
Jasper 
county, Hamilton was brought to St. 
Louis for safe keeping. 
He was re­ 
turned to Houston shortly after, when 
the excitement had subsided. 
He was 
tried on November 12, just one month 
after his crime, and following his plea 
the jury promptly returned a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree and the death sentence was im­ 
posed.

OLD RECORDS THROW 


INTERESTING LIGHTS 


On Subject of Roosevelt- 


Storer Controversy, anil 


Ireland's Stand 


(T ribune Special Service.D 
W A S H I N G T O N , ID. C., Dec. 21.— 
A search of the records and old new s­ 
paper files to find som ething bearing 
on the statem ent of Bellamy Storer— 
which was flatly contradicted by Mr. 
Cortelyou— to the effect that the late 
President McKinley had used his in­ 
fluence in an endeavor to secure the 
red hat for Archbishop Ireland has 
brought to light m any forgotten facts 
'n relation to the now famous con­ 
troversy. 
It would appear that neither Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt nor the late President 
McKinley was the first to become 
involved in a controversy in regard 
to alleged efforts to have the St. Paul 
prelate elevated to the cardinalate. 
In leading daily papers of August 
6, 1892, appeared the following: 
C H IC A G O , 
Aug. 
6.— A 
special 
from St. Louis to the H erald says 
some time before 
the 
Minneapolis 
convention, pressure was brought to 
bear upon President H arrison to get 
him to write a letter to the pope, ask­ 
ing that Archbishop Ireland be made 
a cardinal. 
H e refused. 
A few days 
before the convention further stro n g 
pressure resulted in a letter 
being 
written by Secretary of State Blaine, 
authorized by President Harrison say­ 
ing his appointm ent as 
a 
cardinal 
would not only please American C ath­ 
olics, but would be personally pleas­ 
ing to 
President 
Harrison. 
This 
statement comes from F a th e r Phelan, 
editor of the “W e s te rn W a tc h m an .'’ 
T w o days later a reporter of the 
New York Herald called on President 
H arrison at Loon Lake. H e reported: 
“ I again asked the President this 
afternoon for a statem ent regarding 
the letter he is alleged to have written 
to the pope regarding the conferring 
of a cardinalate upon Archbishop Ire ­ 
land. 
‘I do not wish to talk upon 
that subject,’ said the president, 'and 
the Herald should not ask me.’ ” 
In regard to Archbishop Ireland’s 
efforts with President McKinley to 
appoint Bellamy Storer United States 
minister to Rome, after the 
Presi­ 
dent’s refusal to make Storer assistant 
secretary of state, the reappeared in 
he Cincinnati Post, just ten 
years 
ago this week, the following item: 
“Archbishop 
Ireland, of St. Paul, 
Minn., has been to see President-elect 
McKinley in behalf of Bellamy Storer 
of Cincinnati. 
“Archbishop Ireland will be re m e m ­ 
bered as having issued a long state­ 
ment during the recent campaign, in 
which he declared for McKinley for 
president. After the election the arch­ 
bishop congratulated 
McKinley 
by 
wire and received from the president­ 
elect an acknowledgement, in which 
the archbishop was thanked for the 
services he has rendered McKinley in 
the campaign. 
“This was followed soon afterward 
by a visit of 
Bellamy Storer and 
T hom as McIDougall to Canton^ w heres 
a long conference was held with tile 
president-elect, 
and 
the 
announce­ 
ment was then made that Storer was 
slated for the French mission. 
A few 
days later Archbishop Ireland was a 
guest at the Storer mansion, on G ra n ­ 
din road, and following this was the 
announcem ent that Storer had been 
converted to Catholicism. 
“Saturday 
afternoon 
Archbishop 
Ireland arrived in Chicago from St. 
Paul, and had a long interview with 
President-elect 
McKinley. 
Saturday 
evening Storer received a telegram 
from Archbishop Ireland, which read 
as follows: 
‘“ C H I C A G O , 
Dec. 
19. - Long, 
pleasant, and encouraging interview. 
Will write fully from St. Paul.’ 
“Archbishop Ireland then returned 
to St. Paul, and ex-Congresm an S tor­ 
er is awaiting a letter from him. 
O w ing to the efforts being made 
by Storer, it is now thought that he 
is aiming higher than the French m is­ 
sion. and that he either w ants to go 
to the Court of St. Jam es or seeks a 
cabinet position. 
At all events, it 
is considered certain that Storer and 
Thornes McIDougall were not able to 
get the assurances from 
M cKinley 
that Storer would receive the office 
he sought. 
O therwise he would not 
have found it necessary to send A rc h ­ 
bishop Ireland to Chicago to see the 
president-elect.”

" ' CLEANING CARPETS. 


A M ethod W hich It la Claim ed R a t 
Been W e ll Teated. 
The following method of cleaning 
carpets, according to the Housekeeper, 
has been thoroughly tested and was 
secured from a professional source: 
First have tile carpet cleaned In the 
usual manner and tacked down on tho 
floor where it Is to remain permanent­ 
ly, and it is ready for the cleansing 
process. 
Take one and a half pounds 
of the best white laundry soap, one- 
half pound of white oak bark, three- 
fourths pound 
of borax, one-fourth 
pound of fuller’s earth, one-half pint 
of wood alcohol, one-half pint of am­ 
monia, one-half ounce of chloroform 
and four gallons of water. 
Tie up the 
bark in a piece of thin material and 
boil In two gallons of water for four 
hours. 
Keep bolling water at hand to 
replace that lost by evaporation. Now 
remove the bag, add the soap, shaved 
fine, the borax and the fuller’s earth 
and let simmer until all are dissolved. 
Then add the other two gallons of wa­ 
ter, which should be bolling bot, and 
when partly cool add the alcohol, am­ 
monia and chloroform. 
This quantity 
will clean thirty yards of carpet, 
To clean, dip cut a cupful of the 
preparation, 
put 
It 
on 
the carpet, 
spread it and scrub with un ordinary 
bristle 
scrubbing brush. 
The 
spot 
scrubbed will be covered with lather, 
but the carpet will not be wet through. 
When all the dirt has boon removed, 
scrape the In thor mo into a heap and 
take it up with a scraper, which can 
be had of any house furnishing store. 
or a shingle with a rmojth edge will 
answer very well. 
When the lather 
has been removed, go over the carpet 
with a sponge wrung out or clean w a­ 
ter and dry with a cloth. 


L E A K Y G A S PIPES. 


T h e y Are R esponsible For a Great 
D eal of Illness. 


If you do not feel well, do not jump 
to the conclusion that the drains are 
out of order. 
Perhaps it is tile gas 
pipes. In a majority of houses tho gas 
pipes leak and let out one of the most 
deadly poisons known—carbonic oxide 
—which remains in the system for days, 
weeks and even months. 
Of late years leaky pipes are more 
dangerous than ever, for water gas Is 
now largely mixed with coal gas. Wa­ 
ter gas has no odor whatever, and at 
the same time It is a deadly poison. 
Hence a very faint odor of gas In the 
house should be taken as a danger sig­ 
nal. 
Indeed, there may be sufficient 
gas In a room to undermine the health 
without any smell being perceived. 
Gas has an extraordinary power of 
passing through walls. On many occa­ 
sions people have been poisoned to 
death by gas which came through the 
wTall from the next Ionise. 
Headache, noises in the ears, throb­ 
bing of the arteries, sleeplessness and 
utter Inability to do mental work are 
some of the symptoms of chronic gas 
poisoning. Any one who suffers from 
these and is unable to account for 
them should have tile gas pipes exam­ 
ined.—( Idea go Record-I lorn Id.
